Chicks can bo raised In tireless brood-

Limp Brooders B«tt. 


Lamp, brpoicra holding from CO to

In a lamp heated brooder one must 


><re that the lio.it Is provided In sucb 
n tvay that tho chicks In attempting to 
get warm will not crowd In corners 
and trample each other to death. The 
best brooder heater or hover coa-Jlsts 
ot a tlu drum. Inside of whltSi circu- 
lates tho hot fumes from tbo lamp, 
r.uiirnth this drum the chtckH hover. 
Xh< best form for tho heating drum If 
n disk with n hole In tho center, Homo 
thing on the order of u doughnut. 
This holu In the center act* tis a venti- 
lating due and causes t> gradual circu- 
lation of warm air to pnsu up through 
Uiu crater nnd down over tho Hides ot 
tin- hunting drum, thus keeping the 
chicks uniformly warm and at the 
Bantu tltno providing them with froth 
nlr. ' 


The exact temperature ot tho brood- 


er 'Is of no particular conncqucr.ee. 
Tim .warmest part of It should nlwnys 
be ju't.a lltlltt too warm,no that tho 
ChlcU tnsy go towtrd'or from the heat, 
as It pleases. The comfortable chick 


sleeps ftquitttlng down with 'ItB hend 
stretched out. If cold It stands up In 
an effort to get ncur the beat which 
Is above It. Tucso attitudes'of the 
chlckx arc by far the best thermometer 
for tho brooder. 


The arrangement of the brooder for 


the sleeping accommodations of the 
chicks I« Important, but this Is uot 
the only thing to be considered In a 
brooder. Tbo brooder used In the ear- 
ly season, nnd especially the outdoor 
brooder, must have ample sp.ico pro- 
vided lor tho daytime accommodation 
of tho chick. This part of the brooder 
must bo well lighted and somewhat 
cooler than the hover. 
As 'soon'as 


conditions will permit get the chick- 
ens out on a large tloor or, better still, 
on the ground. 
Keep tho chicks 


tcrntculng In daylight nnd sleeping 
stretched out at nlgbt, and tbo most 
dlltlcult problem ot poultry raising ban 
been solved, 


Feeding Chicks. 


Llttlo chicks should not bo fed for 


forty-eight to seventy-two hours after 
hutching. 
Nature has provided for 


their nourishment (luring this period, 
nnd people who worry about thorn 
Btarvlng are wasting pity. Another 
error made by l:lnd hearted people Is 
In thinking the chick needs bread and 
milk, hard boiled egg yolk or Homo 
other noft food or wet food. Or; tho 
contrary, the chick should be given 
the same clans of food that It would 
get If It llr«t saw daylight In Its na- 
tiro Indian jungle. 


The natural diet consists ot seeds, 


Insects nnd fresh sprigs of grass. This 
wo must duplicate the best wo can. 
A chicle may bo first fed any grains 
that chickens eat In later lite It tho 
particles aro nmall enougb for the 
chick to swallow, and they do not 
need to bo so small, either, for nowly 
hatched chicks enn swallow Knfllr 
corn or whole wheat. Hulled oats and 
millet aro two of tho choicest grain 
foods for young chicks. Wheat, crack- 
ed corn and Knlllr corn aro staple 
poultry food. 


Feed small quantities nnd ns often 


tis Is convenient. It the food Is burled 
In a deep litter they must work longer 
getting It out. Tho Idea is to have 
them always hungry enough to hunt 
for food nnd always a little food for 
them to find. If the chicks are at liber- 
ty feeding often Is not no Important. 
Thrco tlme« a dny would be suUlclcnl, 
while If they roam far In tho fields, 
finding much food, morning nnd even- 
ing feeding Is all that Is necessary. 


It Is highly Important that the young 


chicks bo given a little meat food In 
10:110 form. Commercial beef scrap, to 
bo had at the feed store, la tho best 
meat food for any sort of poultry. For 
.chlckH hatched lu tho spring of tho 
year nnd allowed to range outdoors no 
.special provision for'green food'.need 
bo made. If hutched In the winter It 
15 highly important that' tbis' be pro- 


vided In some form. There Is nothing 
better for tvlnter green" 'food than 
ktile, which If planted the'season be- 
fore will keep green all winter Jn al- 
most any climate. Early lettuce and 


AIR coLOsr iiousr. 


other greens may be planted by those 
who nro engaged In chick growing In 
a small w»y. but a cheaper and more, 
feasible way is to sprout oats'. Oats' 
aro sprouted by being soaked In warm 
water and allowed to remain In a 
warm place for several days. They 
nro ready for feeding when tho sprouts 
aro two or three Inches long and aro 
devoured greedily by chicks of all 
'a;es. . This absurdly simple idea has 
been oxlcnulvely s,old as a 'g«t-rlcb- 
QUick poultry scheme.

Young chicks should be provided 


with grit of some sort. Special c.iro Is 
iicccsnary to keep fresh water l'Cfoi'0 
them at all times. The water dish In 
tho brooder ought to be partitioned off 
In tsuch a way that chicks can 'reach 
their heads only to tho wn.ler'''dlsb; 
otherwise they •will got themselves 
wot. Tho customary chick' watering 
fountain Is made by Inverting n bottlo 
or can In n shallow basin-EO that the 
•water will run out as the chicks re- 
quire.
